ing nearly caused the death of Will­ 
iam Swindells and his escape is al­ 
most miraculous. 
As it is he suf­ 
fered several severe burns, blit 
the 
damage to his residence will reach 
several hundred dollars. 
Mr. Swindells resides on Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue and uses Fort Pitt nat­ 
ural gas for fuel and lighting 
pur­ 
poses. Last night between 8 and 8:30 
o’clock the pressure went off and the 
gas in some parts of the house went 
out, and upstairs it could 
not 
be 
lighted at ail, and when the family 
retired they were compelled to use 
lamp light. It was thought the jets 
in the lower part of the house had 
all been turned off, but it is the cus­ 
tom to leave a jet burning in 
the 
pantry. 
This morning, as is his usual cus­ 
tom, Mr. Swindeils arose about 
20 
minutes after 6 o’clock and 
went 
downstairs. 
He did not smell any 
gas and lit 
the kitchen stove and 
then lit a jet in the bath room. From 
there he went to the pantry and 
opened the door with a lighted match 
in his hand. 
Immediately there was 
an explosion and Mr. Swindells was 
blown several feet and his hair and 
clothes caught fire. 
He fought the 
fire out with his hands and by the 
time his wife 
arrived on the scene 
he had 
succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames. 
He is severely 
burned 
about the 
face and hands, and his 
arm, chest and 
head 
are bruised. 
Probably the only thing that saved 
Mr. Swindells from being burned to 
death is 
the fact that he wore 
a 
woolen sweater and it did not catch 
fire, but is simply scorched. The shirt 
sleeves 
that extended 
below 
the 
sweater were burned. 
The damage 
to the 
house 
will 
amount to several hundred dollars. 
The rear portion of the house over­ 
looking the river is badly wrecked. 
VTiere the first and second stories of 
the house Join the partition is blown 
out fully 18 inches, while the veranda 
is blown loose and presents a dilapi­ 
dated appearance. The plaster in the 
hath room is torn off in several places. 
The door leading to the pantry was 
blowen Into several pieces, and 
Mr. 
Swindells thinks some of the pieces 
hit him, which causes the soreness 
in his head, arm and chest. Another

William A. Gardner, when he saw the 
man lying in the shanty, said: 
“This 
is nothing short of inhumanity. The 
idea of the people of Chester and 
even of Hancock county permitting 
this man to lie in that place without 
medical attention as long as they did 
Is revolting.” 
Dr. F. M. Laughlin was seen in his 
office this morning and made the fol­ 
lowing statem ent about the condition 
oi Cummings: 
# “When I w'as* called to the South­ 
side Sunday I did not know how bad­ 
ly the 
man had been injured. When 
i saw him in the little shanty and 
the nature of his surroundings I knew 
it was no place 
for a man in the 
condition that Cummings was. I sug­ 
gested to the people of Chester to 
collect a small amount of money and 
send the man to a Pittsburg hospital, 
but this was not done. 
I have made 
a thorough 
examination of the case 
and read the 
best works 
treating 
on cases of that character. The peo­ 
ple of Cheater think that a 
great 
many things shouiu have been done 
for the man, but I believe they did 
act know the gravity of the case.” 
When Dr. Laughlin was asked why 
an operation was not performed he re­ 
plied: 
"No operation 
is 
indicated 
anti! the man has reacted from all 
concussion. 
If after 
several 
days 
he has reacted from 
the effects 
of 
the concussion, and still remains un­ 
conscious, you know then that it is 
due to blood clots on the brain, 
or 
pressure due 
to 
broken pieces of 
bone from the inner table of the 
skull. 
The question is then whether 
an operation would benefit his con­ 
dition. 
The operation, if one should 
be performed, should be in no place 
other than a hospital and under the 
most skilled surgeons. The operation 
is one of the most delicate known in 
surgery.’'

BLOWN IO PE E S 


BY AN EXPLOSION 


W illiam Swindells’ Pantry Was 
F ull o f Natural Gas This 
Morning. 


HE OPENED A DOOR 
TO LIGHT THE GAS JET 


And 
an 
Explosion 
Occurred 
Blow ing H im Several 
Feet. 


REAR OF HOUSE WAS WRECKED 


Doors Were Blown to Pieces and 
Swindells Had a Narrow 
Escape. 


T H E D AM AG E W ILL 
BE 
H EA VY. 


A natural gas explosion this morn- j 
ing nearly caused the death of Will­ 
iam Swindells and his escape is al­ 
most miraculous. 
As it is he suf­ 
fered several severe burns, but 
the 
damage to his residence will reach 
several hundred dollars. 
Mr. Swindells resides on Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue and uses Fort Pitt nat­ 
ural gas for fuel and lighting 
pur­ 
poses. Last night between 8 and 8:30 
o’clock the pressure went off and the 
gas in some parts of the house went 
out, and upstairs it could 
not 
be 
lighted at ail, and when the 
family 
retired they were 
compelled to use 
lamp light. It was thought the Jets 
in the lower part of the house had 
all been turned off, but it is the cus­ 
tom to leave a jet burning in 
the 
pantry. 
This morning, as is his usual cus­ 
tom, Mr. Swindeiis arose about 
20 
minutes after 6 o’clock and 
went 
downstairs. 
He did not smell any 
gas and lit the kitchen stove and 
then lit a jet in the bath room. From 
there he went to the pantry and 
opened the door with a lighted match 
in his hand. Immediately there was 
an explosion and Mr. Swindells was 
blown several feet and his hair and 
clothes caught fire. 
He fought the 
fire out with his hands and by the 
time his wife 
arrived on the scene 
he had 
succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames. 
He is severely 
burned 
about the face and hands, and his 
arm, chest and 
head 
are 
bruised. 
Probably the only thing that saved 
Mr. Swindells from being burned to 
death is 
the fact that he wore 
a 
woolen sweater and it did not catch 
fire, but is simply scorched. The shirt 
sleeves 
that extended 
below 
the 
sweater were burned. 
The damage 
to the 
house 
will 
amount to several hundred dollars. 
The rear portion of the house over­ 
looking the river is badly wrecked. 
VTiere the first and second stories of 
the house Join the partition is blown 
out fully 18 inches, while the veranda 
is blown loose and presents a dilapi­ 
dated appearance. The plaster in the 
bath room is torn off in several places. 
The door leading to the pantry was 
blown Into several pieces, and 
Mr. 
Swindells thinks some of the pieces 
hit him, which causes the soreness 
in his head, arm and chest. Another 
door, which leads to a short hallway 
from the kitchen to the pantry, wa3 
blown off, as was the door leading 


from the foot of the stairway to the 
kitchen. 
When the explosion occurred Mrs. 
Swindells and the rest of the family 
were in bed and did not know what- 
had happened. 
Mrs. Swindells 
sup­ 
posed a bed in which her son sleeps 
downstairs had broken down and she 
went into his room, but he told her 
the noise came from downstairs. She 
went to the kitchen 
at 
once and 
found Mr. Swindells sitting on a chair. 
She asked him if he was hurt, and 
he replied that “thank God he was 
not killed.” 
A physician was sent I 
for and dressed the injured 
man’s 1 
wounds and he is resting as easily to­ 
day as could be expected. 
The only explanation that can be 
given for the explosion is that the 
jet in the pantry was left burning1 
when the family had retired. During 
the night it went out and later the 
pressure came on. The door to the 
pantry was tightly closed and all the 
escaping gas was kept in the one 
room or 
the volume 
of the explo­ 
sion would not have been so heavy. 
John Swindells, a young son, 
was 
the last person in the pantry 
last 
night, and he stated that he did not 
touch the gas. 
Mr. Swindells had not seen 
the 
hpvoc caused by the explosion and 
tor that 
reason could not fix 
any 
estimate of the amount of his loss, 
and was not prepared to say whether 
he would enter a suit for damages 
against the company.

Was Removed to More Com­ 
fortable Quarters Last 
Evening 


BUT HE CANNOT LIVE 
LONC 


His Treatment Arouses Much In­ 
dignation and Leads to 
Action. 


OR. 
LAUGHLIN 
INTERVIEWED. 


There F as much talk on the South­ 
side yesterday over the terrible deed 
committed Sunday, but none equaled 
that 
heard 
about 
the manner in 
which the Hancock county authori­ 
ties allowed John Cummings to re­ 
main in the small shanty, where 
he 
had been placed by G. A. Arner and 
Garrett Mercer. 
It is admitted 
b y 
all that Cummings was likely to die 
at any time, but all also agree that 
he should have had better treatment. 
William A. Gardner, when he saw the 
man lying in the shanty, said: 
“This 
is nothing short of inhumanity. The 
idea of the people of Chester and 
even of Hancock county permitting 
this man to lie in that place without 
medical attention as long as they did 
is revolting.” 
Dr. F. M. Laughlin was seen in his 
office this morning and made the fol­ 
lowing statem ent about the condition 
•i Cummings: 
t "When I was* called to the South­ 
side Sunday I did not know how bad­ 
ly the man had been injured. When 
i saw him in the little shanty and 
the nature of his surroundings I knew 
it was no place 
for a man in the 
condition that Cummings was. I sug­ 
gested to the people of Chester to 
collect a small amount of money and 
send the man to a Pittsburg hospital, 
but this was not done. 
I have made 
a thorough 
examination of the case 
and read the 
best works 
treating 
on cases of that character. The peo­ 
ple of Chester think that a 
great 
many things shoum have been done 
for the man, but I believe they did 
not know the gravity of the case.” 
When Dr. Laughlin was asked why 
an operation was not performed he re­ 
plied: 
"No operation 
is 
indicated 
anti! the man has reacted from all 
concussion. 
If after 
several 
days 
be has reacted from 
the effects 
of 
the concussion, and still remains un­ 
conscious, you know then that it is 
due to blood clots on the brain, 
or 
pressure due 
to 
broken pieces of 
bone from the inner table of the 
skull. 
The question is then whether 
an operation would benefit his con­ 
dition. 
The operation, if one should 
be performed, should be in no place 
other than a hospital and under the 
most skilled surgeons. The operation 
is one of the most delicate known in 
surgery.” 


When Constable R. E. Allison plac­ 
ed John Purvis in the county jail at 
Nev* Cumberland Sunday evening he 
made a charge of assault and battery 
against him. 
He will remain in jail 
until next week, when he 
will be 
given a hearing. While going to Cum­ 
berland Allison attempted to get Pur­ 
vis to talk, but he would not. 
He 
told the officer he would think the 
matter over for a few days before he 
would make a statement. 
Prosecutor McKenzie, of New Cum- 
bei land, was in Chester yesterday af­ 
ternoon 
investigating 
the 
trouble, 
but he learned nothing but what had 
been published last evening. He re­ 
turned to his home last night and 
will 
return 
to 
Chester 
tomorrow 
morning. 
Samuel A. Allison, overseer of the 
poor of Grant district, took

of Cummings 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
He rented a room in the Thompson 
block, which was formerly occupied 
by the Russell family. At 5 o’clock 
last evening Cummings was removed 
from the little shanty where he had 
been since Sunday morning to 
this 
room. 
It was in this room Dr. Laughlin 
visited him last evening and made 
an examination . At a late hour this 
afternoon 
Cummings 
was 
sinking 
rapidly, and those about him did not 
expect him to live until night.

A natural gas explosion this morn­ 
ing nearly caused the death of Will­ 
iam Swindells and his escape is al­ 
most miraculous. 
As it is he suf­ 
fered several severe burns, but 
the 
damage 
to his residence 
will reach 
several hundred dollars. 
Mr. Swindells resides on Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue and uses Fort Pitt nat­ 
ural gas for fuel and lighting 
pur­ 
poses. Last night between 8 and 8:30 
o’clock the pressure went off and the 
gas in some parts of the house went 
out, and upstairs it could 
not 
be 
lighted at ail, and when the 
family 
retired they were 
compelled to use 
lamp light. It was thought the jets 
in the lower part of the house had 
all been turned off, but it is the cus­ 
tom to leave a jet burning In 
the 
pantry. 
This morning, as is his usual cus­ 
tom, Mr. Swindeiis arose about 
20 
minutes 
after 6 o’clock and 
wTent 
downstairs. 
He did not smell 
any 
gas and lit the kitchen stove 
and 
then lit a Jet in the bath room. From 
there he went to the pantry 
and 
opened the door with a lighted match 
In his hand. 
Immediately there was 
an explosion and Mr. Swindells was 
blown several feet and his hair and 
clothes caught 
fire. 
He fought the 
fire out with 
his hands and by the 
time his wife 
arrived on the scene 
he had 
succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames. 
He is severely 
burned 
about 
the 
face and hands, and his 
arm, chest and 
head 
are 
bruised. 
Probably the only thing that saved 
Mr. Swindells from being burned to 
death is 
the fact that he wore 
a 
woolen sweater and it did not catch 
fire, but Is simply scorched. The shirt 
sleeves 
that extended 
below 
the 
sweater were burned. 
The damage 
to the

will 
amount to several hundred dollars. 
The rear portion of the house over­ 
looking the river la badly wrecked.

William A. G ardner, w hen he saw the 
man lying in th e shanty, said: 
“This 
is nothing sh o rt of inhum anity. The 
idea of th e people of C hester and 
even of H ancock county perm itting 
this m an to lie in th a t place w ithout 
medical a tten tio n as long as they did 
is revolting.” 
Dr. F. M. Laughlin was seen in his 
office this m orning and m ade the fol­ 
lowing sta te m e n t about the condition 
or Cum m ings: 
t “W hen I was* called to the South- 
side Sunday I did not know how bad­ 
ly the 
m an had been injured. W hen 
i saw him 
in the little shanty and 
the nature of his surroundings I knew 
it was no place 
for a m an in the 
condition th a t Cum m ings was. I sug­ 
gested to th e people of C hester to 
collect a sm all am ount of money and 
send the m an to a P ittsburg hospital, 
but this was not done. 
I have m ade 
a thorough 
exam ination of the case 
and read th e 
best works 
treating 
on cases of th a t character. The peo­ 
ple of C h ester think th a t a 
great 
many things shouiu have been done 
for the m an, but I believe they did 
not know th e gravity of the case.” 
When Dr. Laughlin was asked why 
an operation was not perform ed he re­ 
plied: 
“No operation
